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A GOVERNMENT OF LAWS,' NOT MEN 


Behind the Constitution of the United States 
and behind the circumstances that led to the 
adoption of that document was a series of e- 
vents in which men ruled, not by law, but by 
their own interpretation of what the law should 
be. 

And while:we may think of the events leading 
to the Revolution as remote, we still have to 
guard against the philosophy of "personal" 
rule, instead of Government by Laws. 

It is wrong, for instance, for John Motorist 
to drive through a red traffic light. If he is 
seen by the police he may well end up in court. 
His intentions may have been good, but he has 
to observe the law. 

And it is just as wrong for our Town Fathers 
to drive through the traffic lights that have 
been set up for their conduct and government. 

The Town Budget, the Town Charter says, 
shall be transmitted to the Board of Selectmen 
and the Finance Committee on Dec 20th. Such 
transmission, interpretations of the state laws 
say, makes the information public. 

Another section of the state law says that 
all board and committee meetings are open to 
the public - the Open Meeting Law. 

These laws are being deliberately flouted by 
the Board of Selectmen of Wilmington. Meeting 
after meeting is "executive" because the Sel- 
ectmen want to "work on the budget". 

Their intentions are not evil. They think 
they are acting in the best interests of the 
tow. But they are not. If a law is not good, 
it should be changed. If the budget isn't ready 
(and no one expects it to be ) then a few words 
of explanation will be much better than an of- 
ficial silence and closed doors. 


CANDIDATE FOR OFFICE 


One of our readers has suggested that some 
of our newcomers to Wilmington are uncertain as 
to what they should do, should they care to run 
for public office. 

A candidate must, of course, be a registered 
voter in Wilmington. 

This year there are two positions open on 
the School Board, both for three years; two on 
the Housing Authority, one for five and one for 
two years; two on the Board of Selectmen, one 
for three and one for one year, and the Moderae- 
tor, who is elected for one year. 

There is no pay for any elected office in 
Wilmington, with the exception of members of 
the llousing Authori ty, who are paid about $15 a 
year under the provisions of a state law. 


There is, on the other hand, frequent abuse 
from citizens who feel that they should argue 
about somebody's bone. 

To be nominated for office requires no pol- 
itical affilation. Wilmington has non-partisan 
elections. Each person wishing to run for of- 
fice must take out nomination Papers, which he 
can get from the Town Clerk in the Town Ilall, 
or for that matter, from the Town Clerk in any 
Town Ifall. 

In Wilmington the signature of fi fty regis- 
tered voters is required, to qualify. Our Board 
of Registrars always adyises a candidate to get 
at least 65, for many signatures are frequently 
invalidated, for one reason or another, the 
most frequent being that the signer's name is 


not written the same as it appears on the Vot- 
ing List. 


The Town Clerk of Wilmington always gives a 
Voting Last, to any person who asks for Nomina- 
tion papers, just so that the signatures may be 
checked by the would be candidate. 

And last of all, all nomination papers must 
be filed, either with the Town Clerk or with 
any member of the Board of Registrars, before 
5 pm this coming Saturday. There is a subse- 
quent re-filing, too, which the candidates 
would do well to ask about, at the time of the 


original filing.

LOOKING FOR SIRIUS 
For over 300 years the Congregational Chur- 
ches of New England have each been an entity 
unto itself. Once a part of the New England 
town in which each is located, the annual meet- 
ing of the town - with the Minister being just 
another voter. 

The churches, like the towns, were fiercely 
independent of each other. When church and town 
were finally separated the churches continued 
to conduct their business in annual meeting, 
with, as mentioned before, the Minister being 
just another voter. 

During the last week the Congregational 
Churches of Massachusetts have been voting on 
whether or not to join a group known as The 
United Church of Christ. A Congregational 
Church which so voted lost some of its inde- 
pendence, but, as the local church Moderator 
remarked, there is a provision in the agreement 
that the Confederate States would have liked to 
have had in the Constitution of the United 
States of America - any church can withdraw if 
it wishes. Wilmington's Congregational Church 
voted to join (and, for the curious, the ques- 
tion has not been brought up, in other Protes- 
tant Churches of Wilmington). 

We attended the annual meeting, last week. 
There were 120 members present, out of a total 
of 435. The average attendance at an annual 
meeting is somewhere around 40 - so without 
doubt it can be said that the members consid- 
ered the meeting important. 

But our reason for attendance ( our first 
attendance in five years) was from an ulterior 
motive. We wanted to photograph the historic 
decision, where the members of Wilmington's 22 
year old Congregational Church voted to surren- 
der some of its powers. W® wanted to photograph 
they members discussing the issue. We felt that 
we owed these photographes to posteri ty. 

First there was a Chinese Dinner, with the 
room being decorated in a Chinese motif, and 
some of the waitresses being in Chinese cost ume 

W® photographed the Minister asking Grace. 
In the annual meeting we photographed the AS- 
sistant Clerk reading the W'rrant, the Minister 
reading the Lesson from the SCriptures, and fi- 
nally the Clerk reading the Article whereby 
the motion to join the United Church of Christ 
was brought up for consideration. 

Then the Moderator asked if there was any 
discussion. This was the moment for which we 
had been waiting. 

But no one stood up to discuss the issue. It 
had already been so thoroughly discussed during 
the past weeks that there was no need for more. 

The Moderator called for the vote. In des- 
peration we stood up and said that, for the re- 
cord, someone should review the meaning of the 
vote. 

Se one of Wilmington's more eminent gentle- 
mer. stood up, and reviewed the issue, - we 
won't tell his name. 

He folded his hands together, palms outward. 
He then rested his hands on a nearby stanchion, 
at the level of his eyes. Then he rested his 
chin on the back of his hands and gazed upwards 
as if he were searching for Sirius, then near 
its zenith, far up in the skies. 

And in this position the gentleman raviewed 
the steps and meaning of the vote,
